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NEW YORK REPUBLICANS. 


Organization Effected and All Ready fer 

. Work, 

ARATOGA, N, Y., Beptember 22,—Immadi- 
ately after breakfast Various republican wot 
gations were called together and conferences 
formal and informal, were held at the head. 
quarters. The friends of the candidates as a 
rule, strongly indorsed their respective favor- 
ites. Atillo’clock the delegates began to 
stroll toward the place of meeting of the re- 
publican state convention, the Casino skatin 
tink, of imposing dimensions. The telegraph 
facilities are meager. As the hour of opening 
the convention approached the spectaters be- 
gan toerrive. The front seats were soon filled 
with visitors from the hotels, including a large 
number of ladies. The ticket to be nominated 
com prises ollices of governor, lieutenant. gov- 
ernor, secretary of state, comptroller general, 
treasurer and state engineer and surveyor. 

At 12:20 p. m. Mr. James D. Warren, chair- 
man of the state committee, called the repub- 
ican state convention to order.. Rey. Dr.8.V. 
Leach, of Albany, invoked divine blessing 
upon the labors of the convention. He im- 
plored that the bands of the president and the 
other members of the federal govern- 
ment be upheld by grace from 
above. The reverend gentleman also 
alluded to delegates present as representattves 
of the party which blotted irreligion of slavery 
from thenation. The roll baving been called. 
Chairman Warren announced that the state 
committee had agreed upon Senator Warner 
Miller for temporary chairman of the conven- 
tion. [Applauee. ] 

The chair appointed Hon. A. B. Cornell ani 
United States Senator Etheredge M. Lapham, 
to ercort him to the chair. Mr. Miller was 
received with much enthusiasm. 

SOME MORE BLOODY SHIRT. 

SarnaroGa, September 22 —In his address on 
taking the chair, referring to the political 
compiexion of the southern states, Mr. Miller 
maintained that throughout the length and 
breadth of that land there was not to be found 
a single government which holds the reins by 
the will of the people. ‘‘Republicans,” he 
raid, ‘to prove this statement, only asked for 
a fair field and a fair fight.” 

Continuing, in reference to the alleged ille- 
gel voting in the south, Mr. Miller said that 
the men who bave managed the polls in that 
section would not continue to do the work 
without pay. Upon the question of the civil 
service of the government, he said that the 
republican party had put the law into practi- 
cal use, and were committed to it. Ile would 
suggest, however, that the civil service com- 
missioners be at once summoned together and 
directed to add aclause providing that “all 


jail birds and ex-convicts be torbidden to hold 


oftice.”’ This, be thought, would greatly 
relieve the president of the United States. 
A recess wes taken until 4:50. 

AN INEFFECTIVE BALLOT AND ADJOURNMENT. 

The convention was again called to order at 
1:50 p.m. James W. Husted was made per- 
menent chairman. At the conclusion of Hus- 
tea’s speech on taking the chair, the conven- 
tion preceeded to nominate candidates. The 
cllowing were named: Ira Davenport, Levi 
P. Morton, Joseph B. Carr, James D. Warren, 
Dr. John Swinburp, Joseph W. Drexel, Cor- 
nelius N. Bliss and General Wm. II. Seward. 
The balloting was then proceeded with. 
The first ballot resulted as follows: 

Davenport, 105; Carr, 205; Morton, 42; 
Seward, 57; Swinburne, 32; Low, 1; Warren, 
137; Drexel, 37; Bliss, 53; Cornell, 4; Evarta, 
t; Starin, 1; Charles Andrews, !. Whole 
number of votes cast, 691; necessary for a 
choice, 347. 

Atthe conclusion of the first ballot the 
convention, at 8:30 p.m. adjourned ubtilto- 
morrow. 

Msny delegates to the democratic conven- 
tion sre now arriving, and thereis a pretty 
gcod representation of both political parties 
eround the hotejs‘tonight.

Unveiling the Monument of the Late James 
L. Ridgely. 

Battivorr, September 22.—The sovereign 
grand lodge of Odd Fellews held a short ses- 
sion for routine business today and adjourned 
at il o’clock to permit members to take part 
in the ceremonies of unveiling the Ridgely 
monument. The unveiling of the monument 
in Harlem park to the memory of the late 
James L. Ridgely, secretary to the acpenng Hy 
grand lodge of Odd Fellows, took place this 
afternoon, in the presence of an immense 
throng. The monument is of granite 
with an altitude of forty feet, 
the spex being a bronze statue of 
Ridgely. The line of procession was formed 
on Gay street in front of the hall of the order 
and was preceded by a platoon of police. The 
line was in eight divisions, consisting of uni- 
formed patriarchs from all jurisdictions, on- 
campments and Jodges from all the Pennsyl- 
vania, Kentucky, Delaware, New Jersey, New 
York, Indiena, Mississippi and Ohio; orphan 
children of deceased Odd Fellows; encamp- 
ments and lodges from Virginia, West Virgin- 
ia, Rhode Island, Connecticut and Maryland. 
The eeventh division consisted of subor- 
dinate lodges and encampments and the 
Grand lodge and encampment of Maryland 
and aged Odd Fellows in carriages, and last 
the meyor and city council, with the oili- 
cers and members of the sovereign grand 
lodge occupying the post of honor.

AUSTRIA’S POSITION DEVINED. 

Loxpon, September 22.—The Standard’s 
correspondent at Vienna states that in an 
interview the Austrian under foreign secre- 
tary, assured him that Austria had no inten- 
tion of annexing Bosnia and Hergegovina as 
bas recently been published. The Emperor 
l‘rancis Joseph’s visit to Bosnia, the secretary 
said, had noconnection with recent events in 
Roumelia. Austria desires the Roumolian 
rebellion quelled. Communications are now 
parsing between the signatory powers to the 
treaty of Berlin, and it is hoped that they will 
result in a speedy settlement of the Roumelian 
difficulty. 

Virnna, September 22.—Frequent cabinet 
courcils have been held today regarding the 
aflairs in the east. The reichstrath has as- 
cembled apd the Emperor Francis Joseph wil! 
addrees ibqueenbers on Saturday next. 

The Framerdlatt in an editorial today, says 
that Bulgaria defers the settlement of the 
Roumelian difficulty to the European powers, 
and couneels Turkey to act with moderation. 

The Political Correspondence says that 
Prince Alexander of Bulgaria has sent dis- 
patches to the signatory powers of the Berlin 
treaty explaining his activn in regard to Rou- 
melia. 

sERLIN, September 22.—The North German

A DECLINE IN THE MONEY MARKRT. 

There has been an important decline in Ius- 
sian and other bonds. Uneasiness in the stock 
exchange is increasing, 

The market at the stock exchange was de~ 
moralized this afternoon, but rallied towards 
the cloge, owing tothe absence of alarming 
news confirming the eastern war, rumors 
freely set afloat during the morning hours. 
American railway securities closed lower, on 
account of the belief being general among op- 
erators that the contemplated advance in 
trunk line rates in the United States would be 
postponed. Reports from the bourses on the 
continent show wildly fluctuating prices in 
s}l1 the various railway etocks and internation- 
al securities, caused by rumors of the mobils 
izing of armies. The closing quotations, 
however, indicata a calmer gieeling, with a 
slight rise in prices, owing to repurchases. — 

Jhe panic inthe silver market is abating 
and rates have risen on the demand from the 
continent. There was a slight recovery to- 
dey in Indian exchanges. 

Servian bonds declined four points on the 
Berlin bourse yesterday. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, September 22.—An o/fiicial 
communication published in La Farquie states 
that events in Roumelia necessitate the inter- 
vention of the porte. Turkey, it says, will 
accomplish her duty and suppress the revolt, 
acting with firmness by exercising modera- 
tion. It is reported that Turkey has decided 
to fight for the restoration of status «uo in 
Roumelia. 

The government of Turkey has made a 
firm protest against the systematic persecus 
tion ot the Turkish subjects in southern 
liugsia. 

THE TURKS AND ALBANIANS COLLIDE, 

Severe fighting has occurred between the 
Turks and Albanians at Akovo. Both sides 
lost heavily. : . 

The Turkish third army corps in Bulgaria 
bas been mobilized,and the officials ot the 
Andrianople railway have been ordered to 
prepare for the transportation ot troops. All 
other traffic on the road will be stopped. 

BELGRADE, September 22.—A large and en- 
thusiastic crowd, including many students, 
today welcomed King Milan at the depot on 
bis return from Vienna. Cries of ‘‘Forward 
all Servians,” greeted the king on all sides. 
The first summons issued — mobilizes 60,-

EUGENE BSCK BROUGUHUTTO RABUN 
SUPSRIOR COURT. 


A Description of the Prisoner-The Ridefrom Tal- 
julab to the Little Biue Ridgs Town of 
Oleyton—How Beck Oonduoted Him-~ 
self-A Queer Baicides, Etc,, Bto. 


CraytTow, Ga, September 22.—[Special.]—Stand- 
ing onthe platform at Rabun Gap Junction oa 
Saturcay evening, your correspondent noticed, in 
the crov dol sightseers, a remarkabiy handsome 
mai of massive physique, dressed in a well fitting 
suit of black, with black hair, pale face and blue 
eyes, His manner was careless, his eyes were 
quick, and altogether he looked a gentieman of 
casy

For months ata 
time he would be beastly drunk, taking possession 
cf the community in which he lived, lording 
it cver those who did not feel 
inclined to fight, thoroughly regardless of the 
rights of others, and a terror to all who knew him.

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ON THE WAY TO CLAYTON, 

Tekinga seat in Jack Hockins’s hack, at Tallu- 
lah, your correspondent started out in advance 
to the little Blue Ridge town, while the murderer, 
under guard of Sheriff Godirey, followed slowly 
behini, The road lay througha country zich in 
scenery, and forests thick with timber in which 
there shouid be a fortune, Sweet shrubs, wild 
violets and the flora indigenous to the country 
gladdened thetye. The road, at times, led along 
mountain li dges, on one side the mountain rising 
precipitately for bundreds of feet, while on the 
other side deep down, ranapretty purling broox« 
whose waters were half-hidden by the foliage of 
wiid grape vines, Which were laden with luscious 
fruit. Then again, finding ite way between con- 
fiuent ridges,the road ran along valleys col 
apd inviting, such as might en 
chant a poet’sfancy. Soon the massive top of 
Screamer came in sight, and then into the valley 
formed by the Screamer and Tiger mountains, we 
were brought into Clayton, the great headquarters 
of the Indian tribes—the Atlanta stronghold of 
the rude campaigners of the aborigines, How 
strange it is that the natural instinct of the Indian 
should have led him toselect asthe key of his 
position almost the same spctasthat which the 
civilization of the white man was forced to select, 
for Geography holds the d stance between Atlanta 
and Clayton only as a speck. 

It was after supset when we landed, but the sky 
was clear and vision wasstill perfect. On one side 
of the road wasthe hotel, which once belonged 
to the Beck family, now kept

The jail was situated just one hundred 
feet from the scene of the tragedy, an open 
space between, the verandah floor five feet from 
ground, Scon the whole panorama was before

others were playing croquet. This was about four 
o'clock on ‘Tuesday evening, 1554, On the Satur- 
dcy following Miss Addie was to leave for home 
‘or her marriage. Thecruel brutality of Beck had 
been so great that Mrs. Beck resolyedto accom: 
pany her sister home, and had made up her mind 
notto return until she saw substantial signs of 
reform in her husband. It was while playing 
ercouet at the time stated that Mrs. Beck told her 
husbard of heriutention. He said nothing, as 
wes his custom when very mad, but turned away 
from the party. He felt thatthe end had come, 
Ruined in his moral reputation, his property 
almost gone, his wife's threatened 
departure, all conspired 10 fill 
bis heart with devilish malice. 
He resolved that she shoald not go, and that she 
ebhould die first. Then his sister in law—had she 
pot prompted bis wife to this step’ Uf necessary 
to prevent it, both should die! Meeting Captain 
Dillirghbam he borrowed his pistol, osteasibly to 
shoot some dogs He reached home after dark, and 
wert to bed, taking the little one, so as to compel 
his victims to be together in the double bed, All 
this time, as testified by all, he was absolutely 
sober. The hour came—Mrs, Beck was joined by 
ber sister! Llowly arising, and preparing himseli 
for travel, be grasped bis pistol firmly in hand, 
jumped upon the side o! the bed, striking his wife 
two murderous blows upon the head wish the 
butt of the pistol, he then placed the 
muzz'e to the base of her brain and 
fired, end with its flash the 
lifeeperk was extinguished. Miss Addie, who 
wes urder the demon’s kuce, shrieked, and pull- 
ing the cover under her head, with a violent 
eftort contorted her head and shoulders around 
so as to bury her headin the pillow. Carefully, 
cooly, deliberately the murderer placed his pistol 
under the bed cover and felt for a vital spot in the 
back and fired, the bullet coming out in front. 
Witbdrawivg his weapon, he snapped it at the 
servant, who stood at the door. Hearing the 
scunés cf pcop'e, knowing the enormity of his

people might have in store for him, he thought of 
the jail as a place of protection. Out of the door 
jum ping five feet to the ground, it took him but 
& mement to find the jail door, and 
demanding the protection of the law, he begged 
for the security of an interior cell. Several days 
alter, speaking to an acquaintance about the 
event, besaid: 

“I never saw such ascared man as Captain Dil- 
lipgham was in my life.” 

Ané yet the friends of this man talk about his 
being insane! 

BRECK REACB ES THE TOWN, 

About an hour after my arrival the wagon con- 
teining the murderer drove up into the space be- 
tween the jail and the Beck house. The light was 
still shining from the bloody room, and the sound 
ol sipgeérs’ voices proceeded therefrom. Back 
never once looked in that direction. Getting out 
of the wagon he stood with his back upon his old 
home. About twenty men were gathered, 
who shook hands with him, ana looked 
upon him curiously. The party then turned 
towards the jail door, and in, and upstairs, inte 
the haJlway. Here the shackles were taken of. 
As the last one was unclasped be brushed his 
wrists of witha whisp like movement from both 
hands. His wrists were red and swollen. But 
never a token of feeling could be caught from his 
face. He wasturned intoa cell, supplied with a 
tin dipper and a bucket of water, the door 
locked, and he was left to Memory and God’ 

The next day was Sunday. There are three cell 
windows in front of the jail. All day long Beck 
could be ecen at either one of these. He wore a 
deep-cut vest, exposirca wide expanse of shirt 
front, and looking much like James 
O Neil when he plays the part of 
Monte Cristoin his palmy parlor scenes. Idle 
groups Of youths wou! gather in the space out- 
side, aud taik familiarly to “Gene.” All day 
Mouday people arriving from the country would 
stand around and talk to bim. 

*] would not go away ii thedoors were left wide 
open,’’ said Beck tooneof his callers. ‘I have 
nothing to run from. Iam not guilty of murder, 
and do not fee! that I have anything to beafraid 
of. I {cel just as innccent as I ever did.”’ 

A QUEER INCIDENT. 

“One of the events which cuts Beck the most,"’ 
said a gent eman, ‘‘is the letter which he received 
from Mrs. Julian.”’ 

That letter, which has been published, is a cu- 
riosity in literature. Mrs. Julian is the wife of 
Hon. Mr. Julian, of Forsyth county, and a sister 
to the murdered women. To sit down and write 
a long letter to the man who bad hertwo sister's 
bicod upon his hands required grit of no ordinary 
kird. She toys with him asa cat with a mouse— 
almcst addressing him a/ffectionately—then, 
as if seeing the bloed-stains, she relents, and 
addresses him so as tochill the very bones ofa 
sensitive man. She holds upto bima picture of 
the terrible crime, displays the bloody cerements, 
and then, with rare power of description, tells 
him of the broken hearted father looking upon 
bis murdered babes. She pictures the funeral 
precession wencing its way to Tallulah, the ar- 
rival at Buford, the sad trip across to Cumming. 
Here Dr. Bailiey strength fails him—to present ths 
butchered children to the old mother who bore 
them is past his power. Then he deputes Mra, 
Julian, who is a step cbild, to break the news that 
the girls are—deac\! ‘“‘My babes!’ the mother 
moaned in grief. “My babes! dead! dead'” All 
through this recital Mrs Julian skillially weaves 
the cause of JBeck’s fall—whisky! S5he 
calls upon him since thore is no longer tor him 
perce ox, e#rth iv prepare to.meet his murdered 
ones, to ask pardon of that God who alone can 
give it. 

A better temperance lecture was never preach- 
ed. Its publication was widespread, aud brought 
to Mrs, Julian huadreds of lettersfrom all parts 
of ttre union. Men who had readit hastened to 
essure Mrs. Julian that its perusal had wrought 
their conversion, These letters forma striziug 
evidence of the power of Mrs. Julian's pen. 

A STRANGE COINCIDENCE 

When the news of the tragedy s‘artied the state 
last October, it broucht the name of Professor E. 
W. Beckinto many mouths, because of his being 
widely known. It washisname which was asso- 
ciated with the tragedy, sad yetall feitcertain 
that the professor was not the man. It seems that 
when Jobn Beck, of Rabun county, wasa young 
man, he met up with a man of hisowa name,who 
lives in Murray county. The two yousg men 
courted and marricd ladies of the same name, 
which served as afurthercolucidence. Aboutthe 
same time they were blest with male childrea, to 
whom both gave the name of Eugene. These 
children growing up, the Rabun young Man mar- 
ried Miss Ella Baily, of Forsyth county, while the 
otber one, who had secured the place of professor 
in the North Georgia collcge, at Dahlonega, took 
for a wife Mizs Camp, of Campbell county. These 
marrisges occurred near about the same time. 
Here, however, ihe comparison ends, for Professor 
Beck bas alwsys followed a high plane of life. 

: THE CASE ON TRIalL. 

TALLULAN, Ga September 22.—[Special |—Waeu 
the case was called at nine o'clock this morniag it 
fourd a great crowd of people present. Tke un- 
cxpected appearance of Captain marry Jacksou 
for the defense made up an array of counsel hard 
to watch, Ex-Senator Pope Barrow, ex Judge 
Logan E, Bleckley, and Mr. Findley, of Gaines- 
ville. showed, to borrow a baseball expression, 
that a good team had been signed, For the prose- 
cution there appeared Solicitor General Erwin, 
General Phillirs, Captain Claude Estes,and Mr. 
Patierson, of Cummirg. Judge J. B. Estes at 
once set about the organization of a jury, which 
was a matter cf some difficulty, owing to 
the extended re!ationship of the prisoner and the 
fact that the atrocity of the crime had led many 
into the expression of en opinion on the case. 

The prisoner sat with bis counsel, self com- 
posed and nodding recognition tomany, and fully 
enjoying any incident thatoccurred, The leading 
point developed was tbat the defense relied upom 
insanity insomeform., Beck himsel! is confident 
of acquittal; somuch £0 that he sent word toyour 
correspondent by a friend: 

‘Tell Tax ConstiruTion not to hit me hard, I 
patronized the paper beiore, and expect to do it 
sgein.”’ 

Dr. H, V. M. Miller was born in this county, and 
is relied upon by the defense to sustain their pies 
of insanity. The doctor, however, says he will 
listen to the evidence carefully, and that upon 
that he will base his expert testimony.

THE STORY OF THE MURDER OF 
THE REVBNUE INFORMER. 


Killed Amovg: fhe [Mountsins of Franklin by ths 
Moopvshiners on Whom Ho Had Iaformsd— 
Cerriead Home in His Ox Cart-The 
Sctery ¢f Deputy Carter, Bre. 


ATEEXS, Ga., September 22.—[Special,]--Deputy 
Marshs! Carter, who has just returned from the 
mountains. gives the following particulars of the 
murder of Willis Dyar, in Franklin county, by the 
mounteineers on whom he had informed for 
illicit distilling and the meager details of which 
have already been wired Tuk CoystitvTion, Fol- 
lowing is the story of the crime as it will appear 
in tomorrow’s Benner-Watchman: 


It ecems that the murdered man, «ho wasabout 
twenty-five years of age, and latesy married, had 
tor seme time been agovernment’s witness against 
the illicit distillers in Hert and Franklin coun: 
ties, and these men had swora vengeance egainst 
him. Marshal Carter told Dyarof the threats that 
reached bis ears from various sources,and advised 
him to go armed, Dyar remarked that he had 
sworn netbing but the truth, a1. did not think 
apy one woud Gare toharm him. Besides, his 
enemies had slready gotten a true bill 
aysinst him for carryiug a pistol con- 
cealed, some two  ycars since, and 
they would delight to get him in more trouble, if 
pcssible; that there was enother witness liviuz 
year who undoubtedly had falecly testified, and 
ifany ce was harme«! he would be the one, Mr. 
Carter seve that Dyar was e sober, truthin! manu, 
and his testimony always went along ways with 
thecourt. Jheevening of his death the officer 
rede over to Noah Dyar's, and uncle to Willis, 
where the Jatter was engaged in makiog up 
sorghum, andserye several notices on him to 
appear as a witness 10 Gainesvilie 
on the following day, aiso instructing Dgar to 
meet bim (Carter) at Martins, when they would 
make the trip together. He promised to do so. 
Ip less than an hour after Mr. Carter’s departure, 
Willis Dyar started for his home, he living on the 
ferm of Elias Dyer, drivinga one,teer cart. e 
had oceasiou to pass through a skirt of woods, not 
100 yards distant from a farmhouse, and his little 
steer, itis suppesed, stopped ata mudhole to 
drink. Jyar wassitting on the cart with his 
feet harging over the front board 
and resting on the shafts

for his victim behind a tree not twenty five steps 
fromthe highway. He fired with deadly aim, 
nine buckshot entering Dyar’s breast and killing 
biminstently. as had he raised theslightest alarm 
it would pave beer known at the farmhouse, w)ior2 
the report of the gum Was distincliy hédrd. The 
steer, doubtiess alarmed bythe sound, started for 
home, and the first intimation that the young 
wife had of ber husband's fate was when 
the rude vebicie stopped in front of 
the gate beating itsghrstiy ireight. Dyar’s feet 
were still hanmving over the front of the cart and 
his body lying in the bottom. Her anguish was 
beertreudirg, aud the slarm was soon sounded, 
A party of peigh bors at Cuee starte(Lout to learn 
paiticulars, but the murderer had fled, and the 
only sigu left was the bert earth where hestood 
in waii for his yictim.

OGLETHGEPE’S OLD COURT. 


The Ilietcric Building to Give Place to a 
New One. 

LEXINGTON, Ga., September 22—[ Special. }—Lex 
ington’s old courthouse is soon to go to give place 
to the pew one, for which the county commission- 
ers are already preparing. The ol courthouse has 
a history. Your correspondent was shown today 
by the venerable clerk, George H, Lester, the 
record of the first proceeding ever held in the 
court. 

It was written in a common blank book of a 
poor quality of uuruled paper. The ruling had 
been done while the pages were being used from 
page to page. 

The first page had no head line to designate the 
location of the Courthouse then. It begins by 
saying that— 

The following persons were drawn 4s grand 
jurots for next term superior court in the county 
of Oglethorpe, by his honor Judge Stith. l5tn 
March, 1704. 7 

This first superior court was held about one 
and one half mites east of the town of the Lezing- 
ton of tedey, at the forks of the Washington and 
Woodstock roads, The place is now kuown 4s 
the Mre. Mary Dudley Smith place. The first 
court waskeld ontheldth ot June, 179). The 
second case was settled as follows: 

Lipbem & Moore vs. Joseph Wilson. Case. Ido 
coniess jucgmentiortbe sum of eight pounds 
and ten perce half penny, with cost, with five 
months’ stay of execution, tobe discharged on 
the payment of good proof peach brandy, deliv: 
ered at the town of Washivegton, if paid by the 


time at i shillings 8 pence per gallon. : 
Test JoHN MavHEwS. JoserH WILSON, 


On the i’th June, 1795, Judge Benjamin Talia- 
ferro gave his charge to the grand jury, and 
emong other thing3 said that there was some dis- 


| satisfaction as to where the courthouse should be 


located. He charge’ them that water, and a 
central point was necessary, etc, and that th® 
must d<cide the matter. The word ‘‘goal’’ was 
used instead of our present word ‘‘jail.’’ Hesaid 
further ,‘tbhat the expense of buildinga court: 
house and goal wasno object, as the commiss 
ioners had aright to draw on thefands of the 
state for the sum ofone hundred poundsat any 
time they willapply, which itself isalone safmfi- 
clent for building a convenient courthouse,” 

The above charge seems to have been given by 
Jvdge Talliaferro. l1é must have exchanged with 
Judge Stith, ashe says this was his first visit to 
this county, and therefore could not advise them 
as to the location best suited for the courthouse, 

Most every other case is for selling whisky with- 
out liceuge, or negro stealing and deceit. The 
writing is perfectly plain and of the best style o! 
penmanship, All the charges by the judge abound 
with patriotic sentiments throughout, as do also 
the presentments of the grand jurors. The fol- 
lowing judges were present and hel: court at dif- 
ferent times: Judges D. B. Mitchell, W. Stevens, 
Thomas P. Carnes and George Walton, It is rather 
remarkable that the clerk in his minutes through 
the entire book never mentioned any place, only 
saying that the superiorcourt met June 12, 1794, 
Jnége Stith presiding, etc. ° 

The book is one of rare merit, and Clerk George 
H. Lester takes great pride in showingit. Hecan 
put bis band on any document since that time in 
a minute’s notice.

INTRODUCTION OF A NBW FORAGE 
PLANT. 


Tryirg to Trace the Seed—Correspondernce Betwoen 
Mr, Watkins, of Palmetto, and Commissioner 
BHendersonin Regard tothe Plent—He- 
sults ofthe Corn Piantedina Georgia 


We commeud the following correspondence to 
the attention of ourfarmers. Kaflin corn isa new 
plant, £0 far as this country is concerned, and is 
destined to be a fcdder and forage plant in ali 
sections that areadaptedtodrystuff. Agriculture 
is progressing, and nothing should be 
rejected by the good farmer simply because it is 
new. Everything that promises to better his re- 
turps should be carefully studied. Following is 
the correspondence: 

PALMETTO, Ga., June 10.—Hon. J. T. Henderson, 
Commissioner of Agriculture, Atlanta,Ga: Dear 
Sir—! would be much pleased if you would ex- 
amine the records of your department and ascer- 
tain ji Kaffin corn wae Cistributed by your pre- 
decetsor, ‘Dr. Janes. Several years ago, | received 
feme seecs, either from him, or from the agricul! 
iural department at Washington, andin tne lot 
was a small envelope containing 
sc eds with this imprint: ‘*Kaflia 
comp, from Anstralia.”’ 1 have not seen 
this neme in print since, and as am about reaty 
to report, Fehould like to know where!l obtained 
it. Theseed resemble very much those of millo 
maize, spd also those of the Gooseneck, Dioura, 
or geyptien corn. In  9sjz?, however, 
they are nearly twice aslargeas the miillo {seed, 
besi¢es tne willo are cream white 
ip color, with brown spot-, while the Kaffin seed 
ere pure white with reddish spots. The plantis 
cifferent in ite growth from any variety of this 
cless of plants—an unique and distincttype. It is 
stout. stocky snd short, rarely reaching stx feet in 
height on the best.soils. Its usta] height on thin 
lerdsisthreeanda halfto four and a half feet. 
It is very erect,andthe head, which is compact, 
long, well filled and heavy, never droops. The 
blades are short, thick, broad and thickly set upon 
the stalk. Itis not blown about by the winds, It 
does not tillerorsvcker atall. It did not fillont 
wellforthe first few years, but | continued to 
grow it for forege, and it bas iaproved yearly io 
thisiespect, and is now more prelific in grain 
than any plantof this family known to me, 
have been plentiug smali patches wntil this year, 
but now 1 have given it a larger area. 
exc intend giving better cultivation. and try the 
grain for milling purposes. It is heavier than 
Wheat, and one stroke upon a /loor will get out 
every grain, without chaff or otner debris. Two 
crops can beecut, in full bloom, in the cotton 
states, from one planting, avd some seasons, by 
early planting, twocrops with ripeseed, It isas 
early as the ambersorghum. It «an be crowded 
as you like in the row, and wiil still make a head 
with grain. It cares less for dry w:ather than any 
ofitstamily. Itis certainly superior to the milio 
in this, and I onght to know, for I grewof the first 
milloseed im ported from South America by Mr. 
Pratt, andI am growing it now—only one row, 
however, beside the kafin. to show the difference 

If pessible, when my kaflin fs at the properstace 
I sheu'd be very much pleased for you to visitand 
inspect it, fer you could then jndge between it 
avc millo maize, planted the same day, and aiso 
judge as to whether I could benedit the country by 
introducing it generally.

FIELD LABOR IN THE SOUTH. 

The old idea that white labor was unayail- 
able in southern cottgn fields has gone to 
take its place with other exploded theories. 

Within the last quarter of a century 
white labor has been gradually supplanting 
colored Jabor in the fields, In a recent dis 
wnstion of the question several southern 
journals agreed that nearly fifty per cent o! 
colored Jabor has given way to white indus- 
try. This may be accounted for very easily. 
There isa tendency among the negroes to 
drift to towns and cities, The women stay 
at home and the children are sent to school. 
Al) this cutis off an immense percentage of 
neld work. 

In some sections of the south the climatic 
conditions keep white men out of the cotton 
field, but in the greater part of the planting 
districts the whites have naturally adapted 
themselves to the new order of things. 
Eyenin Texas it is estimated that three 
quarters of the coiton crop is gathered and 
handled by white men. 

This change in our labor system is not to 
be regretted. On the contrary it is one of 
the most encouraging signs of the times. 
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THE VALUED POLICY BILL. 

The house will have to deal today with one 
of the most important matters that has 
engaged its attention this session, the valued 
policy bill. 

A few weeks agoa bill similar to the one 
now before our Jegislature was made a law in 
New Hampshire, the legislature adjourned 
and the governor signed the bill. Immedi- 
ately every company doirg business in the 
state of New Hampshire, except one local 
cempapy, withdrew from the state, cancel- 
ing their policies and declining to write any 
others. 
sion. The merchants of New Hampshire had 
their crediis based on their insurance poli- 
clee; money lent on real estate was made 
secure by insurance policies, All this was 
wiped cut. The companies simply retired 
witheut an exception, stating that they 
could not co business under the law without 
certainiy an appalling loss, and they pre- 
ferred to give up the territory rather than 
encounter this. lt is said now that the govr- 
ernor of New Hampshire is about to call an 
extra session cf the legislature to take such 
stepe as are necessary to restore confidence, 
s@ that the insurance companies will return, 
or failing in this, to patch up some system of 
local insurance that wil! take the place of 
reguiar insurance. 

The companies daing business in Georgia 
have unenimous!y passed justsuch a resolu- 
tion as prececed their retirement from New 
Hampshire. If the billis passed they say 
that they will withdraw from Georgia. As 
we understand it, this is done in no spirit of 
bluff or defiance, but is the simple statement 
pi a bueiness proposition, made frankly and 
sincerely. As a matier of cours, if any 
essential rights are involved, Georgia should 
not permit this threat to in f!nence her action. 
But if there are no such at stake, our legis- 
lators should certainly hesitate before bring- 
i ngupen the state such a calamity as is fore- 
told in the official utterance of the insurance 
companies, 

It would be a most serious matter, at the 
very time of all others Georgia needs and in- 
vites cepital to build up her waste places and 
confirm her progress, the insurance compa- 
nies representing the most infiuentjal and 
essential branch of business, should fee] 
called upon to withdraw in a body, and de- 
cline to do business within her borders, 
Such astep would be calamitous to Georgia, 
and it should be avoided. The valued policy 
bill when it embraced persona! property was 
clearly impracticable. The universal protest 

against the bill, even in its present shape, 
that comes from business men in every Geor- 
gia city, is convincing proof that the bulk of 
the men who insure do not want the bill 
passed. We are unable to ses how a man 
who insures bis y at a fait valuation 
ean suffer under the law as it exists at pree-

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The Characteristics of the Two Virginians 
Whe are Fighting for the Oid Domiaton, 
RicHMOND, Va., September 19.—There are a good 

maby pointsof resemblance between the two 

opposing candidates for the Virginia governor- 
ship,General Fitzhugh Lee and John 8.'Wise. Gen- 
eral Lee has fifteen years the start of his opponent, 
but both are comparatively young men. Both 
belong to the sang pur of Virginia social life, 
and are born Brahminsoi the Brehmins, Both 
are open-air men, whose code issimple; to fight, 
to ride and tospeak the truth. “Both fought gal- 
lantly on the same side through a longaud bloody 
struggle; Lee a dashing young cavairy oflicer at 
the head of his co'umno; Wise, a slender, blue- 
eyed cadet, who with 200 of bis boy comrades was 
marched under the Rey, General Pendieton from 
tbe Virginia military institute to the Dbattie oi 

New Market, and trom that day till the sur-

A bUlis now pending in the Georgia legisiature

whose leading idea bas been to make political 
capital with their grarcer constituents at the ex- 
pense of the railroads. The new constitution of 1877 
conferred on the general assembly the power to 
pass jaws to prevent unjust discriminations, etc., 
etc., by the railroads. But the assembly appoint 
eda board of commissioners, giving them unre- 
stricted power to establish rates, ete, with power 
to 1ccover for the state a penaityol from $1,000 
to $5,CCO for the refusal by any railroad to res nec 
the rules and regulations of the railroad commis 
sicbers. From this there was no appeal, the proo! 
of the infraction of the rule carried with it the 
penalty, Someanna 

The 1ailroad commission adopted the policy oi 
makirg the same rates on all the 
roscs of the state without regard to 
their cost, location, er business. It 
subsequently made radical changes in the sched-~ 
nle cf freight charges established by the railroads 
without notice or consultation with the managers 
of the roads. 

The railroed companies protested and tested the 
validity of theact ina case brought by the Geor- 
gia raliroad beiore the supreme court of the state, 
which: court rendered a decision affirming the 
constitutionality of the act creating the commis- 
sion. 

Under this decision and act of legisiature the 

coms issioners NOW Claim themselves, as a body, 
not subject to the power of the legislature or the 
control of the courts. They claim that the legis 
lature exbausted its constitutional powers in 
parsing the act creating the commission, and that 
the responsibility of passing luws, from time to 
Lime, to regulate rates, prevent extortion, unjast 
discrimination and rebates, wasconferred upon 
them and their successors in office by an irrevoca- 
bie power of attorney. That is to say,the Georgia 
railroad commission now claims to be the exclu- 
sive constitutional instrument for the passage o! 
laws regulating railroad management in that

Tn bis testimony before the senate committee 
Commissioner Fink said; ‘‘In Georgia the railroad 
comp issioners are the controllers of the raiiroad 
property. While they have no earthly interest in 
the railroad, nor in its property, they fix the rates 
of compensation, That means they actually con- 
trol that property. They need not care whether 
the roads make money ornot. They have much 
more interest in making themselves popular with 
the people to secure re-election or 
some higher office by cutting down t 
tion of railroads.

A body of men, masked and armed, paid a 
Visit laet night to the quarters of the Chinese 
workmen at Black Diamond and burned their 
bouses. The Chinamen fled at their approach. 
The Chinamen had been discharged from the 
mines and were preparing to go to Seattle. A 
convention of delegates from all parts of the 
Puget sound country has been called to meet 
here September 28 to devise means of ridding 
the region of the Chinamen. 

SEATTLE, W. T., September 22.—The quorters 
of the Chinese workmen at the Black Dia- 
mond mines, were visited by a mob last night. 
Those comprising the mob were armed wiht 
repeating rifles. and each man hada sack 
drawn over his head in which holes were cut 
lor the mouth, nose andeyes. All were thus 
completely disguised. At the approach 
the mob the Chinese fled in terror from their 
houses which werethen burned. The China- 
men had already been discharged from the 
mines end are expected to come here this 

orning, 

Later reports from the Black Diamond 
mineshow that there was no cause for scaring 
the Chinese,except toset an example for other 
Chinese and for the whites who might employ 
them. The black Diamond company had 
obedience to public sentiment, discharged all 
the Chinese, and they were engaged all next 
lay packing up preparatory to leaving. While 
they were thus waiting, masked men ap- 
proached,frightened them off and burnod their 
camps, tools, blankets and entire outfit. No 
violence was attempted on the persons of the 
Chinamen who were allowed to flee into the 
woods uninjured. 

FIVE CHINAMEN 

; on, Idaho, September 

Chinamen, implicated in the murder of Frazer 
and robbery in Pierce City, were taken from 
jail by the citizens last night and hanged to 
trees near in.

AN ARTIST’S RIDE ON THE BACK OF 
ROPE-WALKBR § BLON DIN. 


How it Feels to be Perched on the Shoulders of « 
Man Far Above the Bottling Waters—The 
Rope Swung Forty Feet From Side to 
Side—Anxtous to Get Over, Bte.

Harry Colcord, artist, now of Chicago, ran 
away trom home and went tosea. Before he 
got through with his adventures he rode across 
Niagara falls three times on the back of 
Blondin on a tight rope. He says he would 
not do it again, but that he did not suffer from 
lear. Une can readily believe him, In his 
deep gray eye there is a suggestion of self- 
contro], and im his slight, lithe figure of 


strength and reserve physical force which his 
gentle voice and his easy, courteous manner 
failsto entirely conceal. He is an artist as 
artiets go, and paints tolerable pictures. To 
& representative of the Chicago News he said: 
In the year 1858 I joined Blondin in Boston. 
Ife wes ofthe Francona troupe, including 
Martineiti and the famous Ravels, We dis- 
banded in Cincinnati, and there it occurred to 
Bioudin to cross Niagara on a tight rope, and 
I went to the falls with him. We had no end 
Of trouble getting the necessary permits to 
exten: the ropes. Blondin wanted to carry 
the rope from Terrapin towerand across to 
Davis’s hotel, which would have led over 
to Horseshoe falls through the 
mist and spray of the great cata- 
ract. They objected, because Biondin was 
sure to fall,they said. The spray would keep 
the rope damp, ana 1, who had engaged to go 
on his back, was very glad of it. Finally, we 
stretched the rope fiom White’s pleasure 
grcutd across tu the Clifton house. Not far 
awey irom the place there is now a suspension 
bridge. There was 2,000 feet of the rope. It 
f Menile, three inches in diameter, made 
in a New York ropewalk, in two pieces. li 
took us nearly five months to stretch the rope 
‘and to get the guy lines in place. 

“Tt wes 250 feet above water at its lowest 
point, which was fiity feet below the highest 
—in other words, there was a grade of fifty 
feet in each 1,000 feet. There were 75,000 feet 
of guy iine altogether. Each of them was 
weighted with a ten-pound sand bag to drop 
them out of the way of his balance pole. At 
last we were ready to make the first ascension : 
that wes what we calledit. Betore[ went 
over be made several public agscensions. it 
was advertised through the papers that | was 
to ride on his back, and I was the subject of 

| kinds of attacks and criticisms. I was 

to back out, but Blondin 

to taunt me, and I got into that 
corner of pride and vaingloriousness which 
nothing ecculd escape from. Meantime iMon- 
din had coached me as to what 1 should «dg, | 
was to put my weighten his shoulders by my 
arms and clasp his body about with my legs. 
jut I could not put my weight on his legs; 
that would epeumber his movements. 1 had 
to keep all the weight on his shoulders. In 
July, 1860, we went across. I took my place 
on Blondin’s back, and he began the descent 
from the Canadian side on the rope. By reason 
of the fact that I had to bear my weight 
on his shoulders and had to use my arms, 
and with main strength, to support myself, 
frequent rests were necessary. 1 told Blon- 
din when I wanted to rest, and then | dropped 
, ] 


down on the rope on one foot and waited til! 
my arms were relieved, when I would spring 
up again, using only my erms to lift and hold 
myself in place, : There was a great crowd 
there. I did not see them at first. 
[ do not remember what I thought. 
From my place on Blondin’s back | 
could look out to the other shore and see below 
meithe stunted pines thrusting their sharp 
points up from the edge of the foaming water, 
reedy to split us if wefell. I remember, too, 
that I was anxious to get over, and. I recall, 
too, that the great rope before us made swings 
from sideto side. We afterwards know that 
the rope swung forty feet at the center, and I 
felt the necessity of preserving my self-pos- 
geession, and [ did it. 

‘There was a forty feet length between 
the guy ononesice and those of the other 
that it was wsible to make steady. It 
was the middle span. Bslow us 250 feet roar- 
ed the river, and over swung side

Atone time 
it wes up end down on the right side, at an- 
other up and down on the left, and I racall 
now with wonder that I was only curious to 
know whether he would succeed in getting con- 
iro] of himself or not. I didn’t feel any fear. 
Failing in getting his balance, he started to run 
the horrible span, and we safely

reached the point where the guy rope came 
trom the American shore. Then. to steady 
himself Blondin put his foot on the guy rope 
and tried to stop, but the guy line broke and 
with a dash of speed he ran swiftly twenty- 
five feet further tothe rope. There he recov- 
ered bis balance and whispered lend: “De- 
scendezyous.” The perspiration stood out on 
hie neck and shoulder in great beads and we 
balanced ourselves on the swaying rope. 
Presently he said ‘Allon,’ and | reised myself 
to his shoulders and we went on in safety aud 
without accident toward the shore. 

“It was not until we landed that 1 appreci- 
ated whathad been done. Then it occurred 
to me that the man who pulled the guy line 
was ope of those who bet that the feat could 
never be accomplished, and my indignation 
mastered any reactionary feeling of tear. You 
see, many thousend dollars were bet upon the 
ability of Blondin to carry a man over, and 

uman cupidity stops at no sacrifice. Then 

rere the congratulations and the praises 
f piv and the rest of it, so that 
n my foolish boyieh elation I forgot 
everything else. I do remember, as we 
approached the shore, the wonderful tableau 
of ibe 100,600 people who stood gazing at us. 
Thousands of them turned their faces away, 
or, half turping, cast glances over their shoul- 
ders at us. | remember their white faces, their 
strained positions of auxiety—women Wo 
stared, white and motionless, and men who 
wept, and as we drew near the bank the crowd 
surged to 1s and Blondin stopped, iear- 
ing they would push each other over 
ihe precipice. Then the crowd wes 
still agein, and with a quick run 
wecame to the shore and sprang to the 
ground. J] remember one man seizing me in 
his arms and lifting me high iu the air, say- 
ing, “Thank God, this thing is over: > From 
the other eide there was a cheer and then we 
were tbrown into a carriage and drawn to the 
International hotel by the people. 

“This was done under the patronage of the 
yrince of Wales. He congratulated us pér- 
sovaliy, and gave us each a purse of $100. 
Ll. Willis was present, and wrote a wonderful 
snetch cfthe affair. Tom Hyer, the prize 
fighter, was there also, and he grabbed me 
up end theok me, and looked at me through 
the tears that fell so rapidly as to almost 
blind him, and said, ‘Oh, you little cuss! 
‘Cuss’ was not the word to use, however,”

Everythiag 
looks hopeful, aud it iscstonishing how tenacious 
owners are to real estate, and how little has been 
offered at asacrifice. 

‘While I do not looktior a feverisb,inflated boom, 

I look ior a regular healthy business at a fair price, 
and that pext year will be one of great improve 
ment in both manufactures and building. 
There is nothing safer or more satisfactory 
for trust funds than real 
estate, and as the country grows richer that kind 
of property increases and secks permanent invest- 
ments, 

“Several new street car lines will be built next 
year. West End is offering many attractions to 
purchasers, Peters’s park will be enlargei and 
pushedin thespring. The extension of the car 
line ont reachtree street very soon will put upon 
the market some very fine properiy, aud the 
eplendid managemedt of Grant’s park renders 
tbat vicinity especially attractive. 

“The Boulevard stili*holds its attractionsas a 
beautiful, health point for fine residences, accessi- 
ble by street cars. 

“In fact I feel first rate. I am pretty badly 
“cehawed”’ in losing the Georgia Midland, but 
knowing there’s “many asiip,’’ &c. I hope some- 
thing will ceccur to awaken our enteoprising citi- 
zens to its necessity. We can il! afford to lose 
60,000 bales of cotton annually for want of *109,000 
subscription. 

“But thisis enough.
